“The WPA and Maryland," a photo exhibit and lec¬ 
ture, opened on Monday, December 6, in the Maryland 
Room at McKeldin Library at the University of Mary¬ 
land. The exhibit displays enlarged historic photographs 
taken in the 1930’s of various WPA projects around the 
state. The lectures were given by Arthur Rothstein, Asso¬ 
ciate Editor of Parade magazine, and University of Mary¬ 
land American history Professor, Keith Olson. 

The exhibit, which was to be shown in Greenbeit this 
past October as part of the Centennial celebration honoring 
Roosevelt but cancelled when funding did not come through 
in time, will be coming to Greenbeit Library in September, 
1983.

The WPA (Works Progress 
Administration) was one of the 
many programs implemented by 
the Roosevelt administration 
during the Depression (1929- 
1940). The WPA, a New Deal 
program which ran from 1935 to 
1943, was designed to put the 
unemployed back to work. The 
WPA offered many types of 
works programs, such as the 
Federal Writers Project, the 
Federal Artists Project, and the 
Federal Construction Project. 

Greenbeit itself, the sculpture 
murals that adorn the side of 
Center school and the mother 
and child statue at the center, 
are all projects of the WPA. 

Dr, Olson, the first speaker, 
described both the New Deal and 
the WPA. “Roosevelt did not try 
to change the basic structure of 
state and federal government/' 
Olson told the audience. “He just 
wanted to put the country on its 
feet/' 

Olson further explained that 
the WPA and other New Deal 
projects did not solve the prob¬ 
lems of the Depression, but in¬ 
stead helped in boosting morale 
and inspiring confidence. 

Arthur Rothstein, who spoke 
of his experiences as a photog¬ 
rapher during the 1930's, offered 
a slide presentation showing 
many of the photographs he had 
taken during the Depression. 
One of these photographs was 
his famous dust bowl picture. 
Taken in the mid 1930’s in the 
Oklahoma Panhandle, it depicts 
a man and his two young sons 
walking together across a field 
of sand with an old bam in the 
background. 

“It's the most reproduced pho¬ 
tograph of the twentieth centu¬ 
ry," Rothstein commented, as he 
explained the photograph. Roth¬ 
stein was hired in 1935 by the 
FSA (Farm Services Adminis¬ 
tration—also a New Deal pro¬ 
gram) as a photographer. 

“I was the first photographer 
hired because Roy (Roy Stryker, 
head of the FSA) knew me from 
college. I was one of his stu¬ 
dents." 

During the course of his lec¬ 
ture, Rothstein brought up 
Greenbeit and Rexford G. Tug- 
well, who was instrumental in 
the creation and building of 
Greenbeit. 

“ .Greenbeit still oper¬ 

ates today," said Rothstein, “and 
is still a nice place to live, I un¬ 
derstand/* 


The photographs, enlarged and 
framed, were displayed around 
the room, each depicting some of 
the projects that took place in 
various counties around Mary¬ 
land. Some show men at work on 
sewer systems, sidewalks, and 
construction of farm-to-market 
roads. Others depicted people 
mending books for the Federal 
Writers Project and artists and 
sculptors working in a finishing 
room for the Federal Artist Pro¬ 
ject. Unfortunately there are no 
photographs of Greenbeit, 

The exhibit was conceived, 
produced, and organized by Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland Archivist 
Mary Boccaccio and funded by 
the Maryland Committee for the 
Humanities. The selection of 
photographs was compiled by 
photo-historian Dr. Constance 
B. Schultz,

Museum Advocates 
Meet With Council

The concept of a Greenbeit 
Museum took a slight step for¬ 
ward when close to a dozen in¬ 
terested citizens met with the 
city council during a council work 
session on December 13. Ray 
McCawley, as spokesman for the 
group, asked council to involve 
itself in the project by appoint¬ 
ing a “board of directors" to 
serve as the formal “umbrella 
group" under which organizing, 
financing, and housing a museum 
could take place. McCawley also 
asked council to designate North 
End School as. at least the initial 
home for a museum. 

McCawley emphasized that the 
museum should not be financed 
from city appropriations, but 
that initial help from city staff 
would be needed in learning about 
possible sources of outside fund¬ 
ing that might supplement citi¬ 
zen contributions. 

The council members agreed 
that a museum should be estab¬ 
lished within the city, but ex¬ 
pressed varying opinions as to 
the extent to which the city gov¬ 
ernment should or should not be¬ 
come involved. Mayor Gil Wei- 
denfeld eventually asked that the 
citizen group prepare a written 
proposal spelling out the options 
considered by the group and their 
preferences from among those 
options. After city staff reviews 
and comments on the written 
presentation, he said, council 
could then consider the matter 
further, with a public hearing to 
be held before any finql deci- 
sions are mad e.

New Doors Needed 

To the Editor: 

Comments have recently been 
made about the current GHI 
board majority's “penny wise, 
pound foolish" approach to pro¬ 
viding for the long range secu¬ 
rity of the corporation's physi¬ 
cal plant. An excellent example 
of this potentially very damag¬ 
ing attitude toward finances is 
provided by the board's decision 
to merely weatherstrip the exist¬ 
ing doors on GHI frame, brick 
and block homes. These doors 
should be replaced with advanc¬ 
ed, highly insulating outside 
doors with magnetic seals. 

Replacing our existing doors 
with new doors offers several ad¬ 
vantages: 

(1) The new doors would be 
much more highly insulating 
than the weatherstripped present 
doors. 

(2) The new doors would not 
warp as the present doors have. 
This makes the present doors of¬ 
ten difficult to close. Also, warped 
doors generally continue to warp, 
which will require new weather¬ 
stripping. 

(3) Many present doors have 
cracks and mail slots that in¬ 
crease air infiltration causing 
drafts and thus requiring a high¬ 
er room temperature setting for 
the same degree of comfort. Un¬ 
controlled air infiltration has 
been shown to be a very poor 
method of inside air quality con¬ 
trol in a number of studies. It is 
far better to remove air mois¬ 
ture at its source by venting 
bathrooms and kitchens. 

(4) The new doors would have 
standardize! locks which could 
include deadbolt locks. These fea¬ 
tures, when combined with the 
more rugged construction of the 
replacement doors, would offer 
much greater security against 
burglary. 

Additionally, the new locks 
would make GHI maintenance of 
the doors much easier. 

My recommendation of these 
doors is based on the experience 
I have had with new insulated 
doors that were installed in my 
home more than three years ago. 
They are highly satisfactory. 
They sure beat repeated calls to 
GHI maintenance to attempt to 
fix the warped and nearly half- 
century-old doors I used to have,

To prevent your outside faucet from freezing you need to 
shut it off immediately and drain the line. Do this by turning 
off the control valve located on the wall under your kitchen sink. 
Turn the valve clockwise until it stops and drain the line by 
opening the outside spigot until the water in the line runs out. 

If your valves have not been tagged or you have additional 
valves, use the process of elimination to find the valve that con¬ 
trols your outside faucet. Homes without washing machines have 
3 valves under the sink, and homes with washing machines have 5. 

Leave the inside valve closed and the outside faucet open until 
Spring, Then you can reverse the procedure and use your outside 
spigot as you need it. 

Mark the control valve, so that you can repeat this next year 
easily.

She calls herself “a maid¬ 
en lady of advanced or un¬ 
certain years.” Not old. At 
74, Janet James loves being 
a senior citizen. She has a 
heart flutter, arthritis, dia¬ 
betes, a torn cartilage in her 
knee (which she swears she 
didn’t get playing football), 
and a cataract in one eye, 
but “I never felt better in 
my life,” she proclaims. “Ev¬ 
erything is under control.” 

Short-cropped, snow white hair 
frames an angular face. Only a 
slight bend in her shoulders and 
faint lines traced along her pale 
cheeks betray her age. Proudly 
she ushers her visitor through 
her tiny Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) "honeymoon cottage,” 
which she shares with Amy, her 
tricolored cat. 

The cat, Janet explains, is 
named after Amy Carter because 
she found her while the Carters 
were at Blair House awaiting 
Jimmy’s inauguration. A staunch 
Republican, Janet has been chi¬ 
ded about naming her cat for a 
Democratic President’s daughter. 
"Well,” she explains matter-of- 
factly, "Susan (Ford) left, but 
Amy came.” 

Janet grew up in Iowa. Her 
father was an Episcopal clergy¬ 
man and she moved around quite 
a bit as a child. Not because they 
couldn’t pay their rent, she laugh¬ 
ingly recalls. She would have 
wanted to be a minister herself, 
such is her deep faith and abid¬ 
ing interest. But she was a girl, 
and the ministry was not open to 
her. So she became a secretary 
instead, taking the Civil Service 
examination and coming to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. in those early de¬ 
pression years of the 30’s. 

"They did away with my first 
job at the Interstate Commerce 
Commission,” she states in her 
firm, midwestem accent, "so I 
got a job at the IRS. I figured 
they would never do away with 
taxes,” she chuckles. 

Her career with the IRS ad¬ 
vanced. Beginning as a typist, she 
retired as an engineering aide, 
having written several authorita¬ 
tive revenue rulings on deprecia¬ 
tion and depletion rates for min¬ 
erals, among others. She was the 
recipient of three outstanding ra¬ 
tings and awards. She recalls 
how a fellow board member of 
GHI tried to explain to her, a 
mere woman, what depreciation 
meant and how she very patient¬ 
ly tried to explain to him that, 
yes, she was very familiar with 
that part of the tax law. 

Throughout her life, she has 
encountered male prejudice. 

"In the fall of 1938, I finished 
paying for a 5-acre tract near 
Norbeck, Md. f ” she recalls, "I 
could not immediately afford to 
build a house on it, but I decided 
to build a little cottage which 
would become a wing of the 
house and I could use it summer¬ 
times. I needed to borrow only 
$750 with what I had to get it 
done. 

“I tried two banks in the Dis¬ 
trict and one in Maryland and 
all refused even to take my ap 
plication unless I had a brother 
or male cousin who would co-sign 
the note with me, even though I 
was willing to mortgage the land. 
Gne was even rude and asked if 
I thought they were a charitable 
organization lending to a 'girl 
like you.’ I was 30 years of age 
at the time. 

“Recently I received a letter 
from a large New York bank 
soliciting a loan from me of 
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were expanding their services 
and wanted professional women 
and women with good credit rat¬ 
ings as their customers! Such 
is the irony of changing times,” 
she reflects with a tinge of bit¬ 
terness. 

Her life-long friends, Mary 
Norton and Dorthea Lederberry 
she met in 1931. They are with 
her still as fellow neighbors in

belt in 1963, it wasn’t until 1969 
when she retired from the IRS, 
that she became active in GHI 
affairs. First, she served on the 
audit committee, then the board 
for two years. She lost one 
election to the board, but again 
served on the Audit Committee 
and Nominations and Elections 
Committee, the latter for eight 
years, four years as chairman. 

Given Janet’s strict moral up¬ 
bringing, she admits to a bit of 
righteous indignation, coupled 
with delight, toward those who 
impugn her motives on GHI mat¬ 
ters. Known as a strong sup¬ 
porter of GHI and management 
policies, Janet draws the ire of 
those who are often on the other 
side. "That damn woman!” she 
has been called when she speaks 
her mind, which is often. Ano¬ 
ther sometime foe, a woman, al¬ 
ways seemed to avoid Janet when 
both were at the Center Mall 
going into stores whenever she 
caught a glimpse of the white- 
haired lady with the determined 
gait and hearty "hello.” Ja¬ 
net laughs uproariously remem¬ 
bering how this same woman 
ducked into a barbershop on one 
occasion to avoid her. 

Proudly independent, Janet de¬ 
lights in wearing the T-shirt 
with the slogan, "A woman with¬ 
out a man is like a fish without 
a bicycle.” Nevertheless, she will 
regale her visitors with stories 
about her two marriage propo¬ 
sals. The first occurred while 
she was at the Internal Revenue 
Service and she was responding 
to a query by a gentleman. Af¬ 
ter she completed answering his 
questions, he suddenly asked, 
"Will you marry me?” Taken a- 
back, Janet remained speechless 
for a moment, at which point he 
said, "It would be so nice to 
have someone in the family who 
knows about taxes,” 

Recovering her composure, Ja¬ 
net asked, "How many wives do 
you have already?” 

"Just one,” he unabashedly re¬ 
plied. 

The other proposal came sev¬ 
eral years later, when she was 
in her early 40s. Her mother had 
just died and she was living 
with her elderly father, A neigh¬ 
bor down the street, in his 70s 
(old to her then) asked her 
father quite properly if he could 
court h6r.

She 
laughs again. So much for ro¬ 
mance. 

Nevertheless, she loves the 
apron she bought which says 
"Sexy Senior Citizen” and the 
one which she thought said 
"Don't Expect Miracles” but, 
when she arrived home and ex¬ 
amined it closely with a friend, 
read "Don’t expect marriage.” 

Still active in GHI affairs, 
though not serving in an elected 
capacity, Janet fills her days 
with numerous projects. She 
rides a stationary bicycle 20 
minutes a day, pedaling six miles 
to the classical music on WGMS. 
Two years ago, she gave up rid¬ 
ing a real bicycle when her doc¬ 
tor told her she had hardening 
of the arteries and it would be 
dangerous if she fell. This later 
turned out to be incorrect but- 
she had already sold the bike. 
She also does the Air Force ex¬ 
ercises, "only on level one be¬ 
cause of my age,” she modestly 
proclaims. The rest of her day 
might be spent driving a friend 
to the doctor, presiding as pre¬ 
sident of the Super 60s (club) of 
College Park, taking care of a 
sick friends bills. She only re¬ 
cently gave up driving two days 
a week for Help By Phone be¬ 
cause, "I decided to go to college 
and get a bachelor of art’s de¬ 
gree.” It has been a life-long 
ambition. "I want to major in 
history,” she says. “I hope I 
live long enough.” In addition, 
she carries on a voluminous corre¬ 
spondence with friends and fam¬ 
ily all over the country, and 
some abroad. She maintains her 
friendships from her Iowa days, 
and her house is filled with me¬ 
mentos and gifts from those she 
has befriended over the years. 
“I like people,” she affirms. "I 
guess it shows.” 

She is close to family, her 
one surviving brother and num¬ 
erous nieces and nephews. She 
visits with them off and on. One 
niece she raised for several 
years, suddenly "becoming the 
mother of a 110 pound, 13-year- 
old girl.” With no experience, 
she took two hours off from her 
job once a week to seek coun¬ 
seling on how to be a good 
mother. 

She is an avid reader of his¬ 
tory, detective stories, and Bibli¬ 
cal works. Her deep religious 
convictions were rewarded by 
what she describes as the high

point in her life when she was 
permitted to be the chalicist 
(administering the chalice at 
Holy Communion) at St. An¬ 
drews. 

Music is another love. She 
takes piano lessons, has written 
some music, with some pieces 
having been played in churches 
throughout the country, and she 
has studied music theory. She 
had to give up playing the vio¬ 
lin when arthritis set into her 
shoulder. It was then that she 
transferred to the piano. 

She adjusts with a shining 
kind of faith and a stubborn be¬ 
lief "I know I’m not going 
to back down if I know I’m 
right.” Thus her numerous Let¬ 
ters to the Editor of the News 
Review. 

"People tell me I should like 
embroidery and sewing, but I 
don’t,” she says. Coming from 
a long line of carpenters as well 
as clergy, she points with pride 
to the sewing machine table and 
teacart which she made from 
kits. These are more her style. 

Maybe it was growing up with 
three brothers ("I was one of 
four boys,” she likes to say) 
that makes her voice so strong 
and her actions so decisive. 

She enjoys being invited to 
talk about aging at the Prince 
Georges Community College 
class in psychology. There are 
four requisites to a happy old 
age, she tells the students: 1) 
an adequate income, 2) a resi¬

Elderhostef 

Elderhostel is a national pro¬ 
gram providing relatively inex¬ 
pensive vacations built around a 
learning experience for persons 
over 60 years of age. Programs 
are conducted at colleges 
throughout the United States, 
Canada, and Europe. Their par¬ 
ticipants live in the dorms and 
eat in the institutions’ dining 
rooms. The program includes up 
to three short courses that do 
not require prior knowledge or 
educational prerequisites. 

Total cost for the six-day ses¬ 
sions this past year was $150. 
Participants are expected to pro¬ 
vide their own transportation to 
the facility. More information 
and a catalog of the programs 
being offered can be obtained by 
writing to Elderhostel, 100 Boyl- 
ston Street, Suite 200, Boston MA 
02110, 

The Summer 1982 catalog had 
programs in 49 different states, 
eight Canadian Provinces, Eng¬ 
land and Scotland. Summer pro¬ 
grams started during the last 
week in May and continued 
through the end of August. The 
courses given were so varied that 
there is something of interest to 
everyone. Just browsing through 
the 88-page catalog is enough to 
stimulate one’s interest. 

This past summer, my wife and 
I attended the program at Mem- 
ramcook Institute in New Bruns¬ 
wick, Canada. The facilities were 
outstanding, although we were 
told that the accommodations 
were not what one usually found 
at the Elderhostel. We had a pri¬ 
vate room with a private bath¬ 
room. The three meals were as 
good as some that I have had at 
resort hotels, although these were 
served cafeteria style. The three 
educational courses were Acadian 
History and Culture, Dealing 
with Stress, and Local Arts and 
Crafts. 

In addition, special tours were 
arranged to permit us to visit 
some of the local attractions. This 
included a visit to Moncton to see 
the tidal bore (the very high tides 
in the area cause some of the 
rivers to run upstream during 
high tide), and magnetic hill 
(where your car appears to coast 
uphill), and the lobster festival 
at Shadiac. 

The Elderhostel also affords one 
the opportunity to meet SC’s from 
other parts of the country. At¬ 
tending the session with us were 
SC’s from Florida, South Caro¬ 
lina, Pennsylvania, Canada, and 
Maine. One group from Florida 
was using the Elderhostel to ar¬ 
range a tour of the Eastern 
United States and Eastern Can¬ 
ada. They had already attended 
programs in Virginia, Tennessee, 
and Pennsylvania, and were go¬ 
ing to programs in Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island. 

Even though you are not plan¬ 
ning to attend an Elderhostel in 
the near future, I would suggest 
that all SC’s write and request a 
catalog. It provides you with some 
information on a program that 
is geared to the SC, and one 
never knows when there may be 
a specific program that is of very 
special interest to you.
